Fire of unknown origin was dis> 
cov ered in the rear of the second 
floor of the storeroom 
at 
123-125 
South Ohio av enue, at 3:20 o’clock 
this morning, and before the blaze 
Iwid 
been extinguished the greater 
portion of the |1C,500 stock of gcx>ds 
of the .John T. Collins Furnltme com­ 
pany was almost totally ruined, either 
by fire or water thrown to extinguish 
the flames. 
Shortly after 3 o’clock a negro por­ 
ter from the Huckins hotel discov ­ 
ered the fire, and notified the fire de­ 
partment. 
The 
firemen 
arriv ed 
promptly and fought the flames hero­ 
ically, but in doing .so were com­ 
pelled to submerge a large porCon of 
the store with w^ater, which dripped 
through from the second floj-' 
de­ 
stroying the stock of goods oit the 
first floor. 
Mr. Collins, one of the proprietors, 
stated to a representativ e of the Dem- 
ocrat-Sentinel this morning thdt he 
had just receiv ed his holiday goods 
and estimated the v alue of the Ohio 
street stock at $ 16.500. 
In addition, 
the com i''’"” ha i many goods stored 
on We.st Main street. 
Of the Ohio street stock, $ 7,000 
worth of carpets were totally ruined, 
while v arious pieces of furniture and 
in fact ev erything in the storv ? suf­ 
fered either from the flames or water. 
The firm carried $ 14.000 insurance 
in sev eral companies which sum, Mr. 
Collins stated, 
he 
thought 
would 
cov er the loss. 
There were two slov es containing 
fires in the hiitldihg at thè time, both 
situated in the rear part of the store 
rooms. 
One was on the first floor, 
and.the other on the second flou:’. 
The supposition is that burning soot 
fell from the pipe of 
the 
unstairs 
stov e behind the wall paper, igniting 
the north wall and ceiling,

Frank Sulliv an, who claims Kansas 
Citv has been his home for ’wenty- 
sev eii years, was arrested by Ofllcei 
Wood today for stealing 
^ack of 
meal from the grocery firm of Rrandt 
& Grote. 
When searched at the city .kail he 
carried a bottle half filled with some 
kind of fluid, w'hich he said would 
blow the jail to smithereens. 
He is 
held for petit larceny and inv estiga- 
t*ic V 
Shortly afterwards Sulliv an’s part­ 
ner. whose correct name is unknown, 
was arrested at the Missouri Pav dflc 
station, and he likewise is beinr held 
for Inv estigation. 


G. W. Cox, a Cooper county farm­ 
er, was sentenced to ten years in the 
state penitentiary in the Cooper coun­ 
ty crimigal court at Boonv iile Mon­ 
day, on his plea of guilty 
to train- 
wrecking. 
Cox was arrested in February last 
for 
derailing 
a 
Missouri 
Pacific 
freight train on 
the 
Otterv ille hill. 
The deed and subsequent arrest of the 
perpetrator w'ere unique, and requir­ 
ed the combined efforts of the secret 
serv ice depatment of the Missouri Pa­ 
cific to land the guilty party. 
On the morning of Feb. 22, 1908, a 
'W'est bound Missouri Pacific 
freight 
train was w'recked on what is known 
as the “ Otterv ille hill.’’ 
The derail­ 
ment appeared to 
a pTaffl case of 
attepted train-wrecking. 
Secret serv ice 
officers 
w’ere dis­ 
patched to the scene, and for sev eral 
days worked day and night, following 
ev ery clew with a v iew of capturing 
the guilty oarty. 
After se’ eral days, 
Cox, 
who is 
said to be mentally unbalanced, was 
apprehended by the secret serv ice of 
ficers. Howev er, he denied his gullf. 
and ev ery attempt 
of 
the 
authori­ 
ties to make 
him 
confess 
prov ed 
fruitless for a time. 
He was finally “ sweated” to such 
a degree that he broke down and ad­ 
mitted his guilt, stating that he had 
read in a newspaper w'here a child 
in Kansas had discov ered a broken 
rail and had sav ed a train from be­ 
ing 
wrecked, 
in 
consequence 
of 
which the lad had been 
financially 
rewarded. 
This incident, Cox said, caused him 
to remov e the rail at Otterv ille, it be­ 
ing his intenUon to flag Missouri Pa­ 
cific passenger train No. 4 in time to 
prev ent a wreck, in w'hich ev ent he 
hoped to be rewarded, 
as 
was the 
Kansas child, but in the meantime an 
unexpected westbound 
freight train 
came along and was wrecked.

Protestant 
churches.

York, who will discuss “ civ il right­ 
eousness,” and Gov etror 
Ansel, 
of 
South Carolina. 
This meeting is regarded 
as 
the 
most representativ e gathering in the 
history of Protestant Christianity in 
this country . 
Its members hav e been 
chosën by the highest adjudicatory 
bodies in the denominations to be rep­ 
resented.

thirty bishops, many

signified their intention of coming to 
the council.

unique in character and which is re­ 
garded as certain to prov e historic in 
the annals of American Protestant­ 
ism. 
It aims, “ through counsel and 
cooperation to av oid the two great 
faults of Protestantism,

Washington, Dec. 1.—With the op­ 
ening today of the first full meeting 
of the National 
Conservation com­ 
mission, the movement 
inaugurated 
by President Roosevelt 
for conserv­ 
ing the nation’s resources, is nearing 
fruition. At today’s session the first 
steps will be taken 
toward « putting 
into tangible shape the results of the 
six months’ hard 
w'ork 
on taking 
stock of the country’s 
waters, 
for­ 
ests. lands and minerals. 
Nex t week, after 
the 
commission 
has gone over the inventory, it will 
hold a joint meeting in Washington 
with the governors of the states and 
territories, or their representatives. 
At the meeting the governors will 
discuss the work which the National 
Conservation commission 
has 
been 
carrying 
on 
during 
the 
summer 
and fall. The outcome of this work 
is the first thorough inventory of the 
nation’s natural resources the feder 
al government has ever made. 
The 
inventory is 
now 
practically 
com­ 
plete. On this inventory, which the 
Conservation commission ex pects to 
lay before the governors, the report 
W'hich President 
Roosevelt 
has re­ 
quested the commission to make to 
him not later than January 1, will be 
based. 
' With less than six months In which 
to make the 
inventory, 
the 
four 
branches into which the commission 
is divided, aided by the co-operation 
of the government departments, have 
brought together 
what 
Is probably 
the most useful 
collection of facts 
about the material things on which 
national industry 
and progress are 
based that has ever been assembled 
at one 
time. 
Reports 
presenting 
these facts and pointing 
out 
th^ir 
significance 
have 
been 
preepared. 
These reports, summarized 
and in­ 
dex ed, will be presented to the com­ 
mission at the present meeting. 
The work is now practically done. 
The facte are there 
in dollars and 
cents, tons of coal, board feet of tim­ 
ber, horsepower of water and acres 
of land. 
And 
the possible reform 
measures have been weighed. The fi­ 
nal report to the president will he 
the necessary supplement to the ad­ 
dresses at the W hite House 
confer­ 
ence. 
The note of these addresses was a 
note of warning. 
The report Is ex ­ 
pected to show that the warning must 
be heeded if the ex haustion of the 
natural resources is not, one day, to 
impoverish the nation, 
and it will 
undoubtedly also bring out how the 
country’s resources can be developed 
so as to last the longest po.ssible time 
and serve the greatest good to the 
people. 
Nex t week will be a conservation 
week In Washington. 
Besides the 
meeting of the governors, the country 
life commission w(ill hold a meeting. 
The Southern Commercial 
congress 
will be in session Dec. 7 and 8, and 


W'ill then merge with 
the National 
Rivers and Harbors congress, which 
will hold its annual meeting Dec. 9 
to 11.
